— Accusing the govern- 
ment of having messed up the Camp 
David talks and of having opened the 
door to a Palestinian state after 
abandoning the principle of 
withdrawal only to secure borders,

The cabinet yesterday gave 
solid if not unanimous appreval 
to the two ‘‘framework 
agreements” worked out at the 
Camp David summit between 
Israel and Egypt. 

At the end of an eight-hour ses. 
sion, 11 ministers voted in 
favour, two against, and one 
abstained; four did not par- 
Hclpate in the voting. 

The cabinet resolutfon 85 sub- 
mitted by Premler Menakem Begin, 
which will be tabled in the Knesset 
today. provides for endorsement of 


the framework agreements drafted . 


at Camp David, and alse gives 
parliamentary approval to the 
evacuation and resettlement of the 
Israelis living in Sinai — provided all 
the other elements in the accord with 
Egypt have been satisfactorily work- 
ed out in writing first, 

Voting against the resolution were 
the two ministers of the La'am wing 
of the Likud bloc: Yigal Hurvitz (In- 
dustry, Trade and Tourlsm) and 
Eliezer Shostak (Health). Balm Lan- 
dau (without portfolio) abstained. 
Yitzhak Moda‘! (Energy) and the 
three National Religious Party 
ministers said they were not taking 
part in the vote. The three NRP men 
said they must first consult with 
their party and parliamentary fac- 
tion. However, two of them — Yosef 
Burg (Interior} and Aharon 
Abuhatzeira (Religious Affairs) said 
they would recommend to the faction 
that it vote for the majority resolu- 
tion in the Knesset. 

The government has asked for the 
Kneaset to be summoned into apecia! 
session during the receas, this mor- 
ning at 10 a.m. This is in line with 
what Premier Begin promised at 
Camp David — namely, that within a 
fortnight he would ask the Knesset to 
endorse the evacuation of the Sinai 
settlers. 2 

The premier, who will open the 
session, report on the summit, and 
ask parliamentary approval for the 
framework agreements, will present 
the resolution as one indivisible 
package. He will explain why he no 
longer suggests holding a separate 
Knesset vote on the fasue of the 
evacuation --- as he first wanted, 
before returning from the United 
States. 

Begin has reportedly decided to 
enforce coalition discipline during 


the Knesset vote on Wednesday or: 


Thursday. This will ensure that the 
ministers reporesenting the La'am 
wing of the Likud and the NRP will 
have to vote for the government or 


resign. 

When he was in the U.S. he-said 
Knesset members ought to be free to 
vote according to their conscience, 
but in view of the fact that the two

The bulk of the debate will take 
place later in the week, on Wednes- 
gay or Thuraday, anc the vote will be 
held then as well. The intermediaie 
days will be used by the factions to 
resolve their Internal differences 
and receive briefings from Premier 
Begin and others. 

Hurvitz and Shostak felt the issue. 
of the Sinai settlers was so momen- 
tous that it merited a separate vote 
in the cabinet and the Knesset alike. 
They wanted to table ἃ resolution in 
the cabinet to this effect. However, 
they could not muster four proposera 
for such a motion, the statutory 
minimum: so instead they decided to 
vote against the package tabled by 
the prime minister. 

Both Hurvitz and Shostak, emerg- 
ing from the Prime Minister's Office 
at the close of the session, belittled 
Feporers’ suggestions that their op- 
Positionist stance might lead to their 
resignation. ‘‘What do you mean 
about drawing conclusions?" 
Shostak said. "We have to refer back 
to our party," Burvitz said. 

Premier Begin, who had started 
his day by briefing President 
Yitzhak Navon, led off the cabinet 


- session at 10 a.m. by an account of 


the summit deliberations, and an ex- 
Planation of the framework 
agreements, which lasted some two 
and a half hours. After this, Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan and Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman also spoke. 

Dayan, it was understood, feels 
that the Camp David summit made 
it tangibly plain that the Middle Haat 
crisis could not drag on inter- 
minably, The atmosphere waa such 
that decisions had to he taken. 

Weizman did not say very much, 
leaving the job to Begin and to 
Dayan. However, his facial expres- 
sion, and a number of asides which 
were not for the record, reflected his 
feeling that the cabinet was vin- 
dleating what he had been urging 
since the Interruption of the talks 
last winter. 

Begin ls now understood to prefer 
one single package vote, instead of a’ 
separate vote on the agreements and 
ἃ separate one on the evacuation, 
because the package vote implies 
accepting a fuller responsibility, as 
it were. He would have been unhap- 
py had the Alignment reacted to the 
proposal for a separate vote by walk- 
ing out of the chamber, as it had 
already threatened. 

As to the security concerns of 
ministers such as Hurvitz, Shostak, 
and above all Haim Landau, Begin's 
former No. 2 in the pre-state un- 
derground, Begin feels that the 
Camp David accords are a 
framework. Sources close to him 
say that if the framework was flesh- 
ed out, far-reaching measures would 
be taken to ensure the country's 
security; and the signing of the full 
agreement would obviously hinge on 
these measures. 2 

The sources believe that Begin 
Goce not aécopt the contention of his 
eritics that the negotiating team hed 
taken unjustifiable risks, or that the 
evacuation from the Rafiah Ap- 
proaches need be a precedent for 
shifting settlements from Judea and 
Samaria, by any means. 
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The minister of agriculture. Ariel 
Sharon, ‘told reporters after the 
meeting that he unmitigatedly sup- 
ported Begin's stand. He said he 
would be going down to Yamit In the 
morning to talk to the settlers in the 
region and discuss plans for the 
future. ὃ 

The minister of education, 
Zevulun Hammer, according to 
Israel TV, did not expresa endorse- 
ment in principle (as had Burg and 
Abuhatzelra). He said he was unable 
to overcome his apprehension over 
the threat to the settlements in 
Judea and Samaria, and he felt that 
without his National Religious Par- 
ty's advice, he could not act in a 
vacuum. 

Moda'l, it is reported, said that 
having just heard Begin's long and 
detailed expose, he did not feel 
himself capable of making up his 
mind the same day, and he needed 
time till the Knesset process wes 
over, ᾿ 

One of the ministers present, not 
@ personal follower of Bogin, told 
The Post later that the prime 
minister was on top of his form, and 
piloted the debate through its entire 
course while maintaining close con- 
trol of the ministers, ‘‘There was no 
anger. no heat, and no personal 
reflections on Begin, Dayan or Weiz- 
man,” The Posi was told. *Begin has 
always maintained a certain dis- 
tance from his colleagues, and he 
didn't let anyone get away with 
anything, without an answer. His 
erities disagreed with him, but with 
all due respect." 

The Post's source said: ‘“‘It- was 
one of the most inspiring and satlefy- 
ing seasions I ever took part in."

The cabinet yesterday authorized 
the prime minister to table at a 
special Knesset session, to be held 
today, the following motion: 

“The Knesset approves the Camp 
David agreements signed by the 
prime minister at the White House 
on September 17, 1978, If during the 


. negotiations for the conclusion of a 


peace treaty between Egypt and 
Israel all outstanding issues are 
completely agreed upon, and the 
agreement is expressed in a written 
document — the Knesset authorizes 
the government, within the 
framework of the peace treaty, dur- 
ing a period to be agreed by the par- 
ties, to withdraw the Israeli settlers 
from Sinai and to resettle them." 
The official communique said the 


. cabinet “expressed its esteem for 


the prime minister, the foreign 
minister, the defence minister and 
all the members of the Israeli 
delegation to the Camp David 
negotiations, and welcomed the 
agreements reached with Egypt con- 
cerning a framework for the signing 

,of a peace treaty between Egypt and 
Israel, and concerning the 
framework for establishing peace in 
the Middle Hast.”

Begin assured of comfortable majority

TEL AVIV. — Despite rebellious 
sounds from hard-liners on opposi- 


tion and coalition benches plus the: 


(Communist) Democratic Front's 
five dissenting votes, the govern- 
ment is already assured of a comfor- 
table majority for its peace 
proposals and the removal of the 
Northern Sinai settlements. 
Coalition Executive chairman 


Halm Corfu told The Jerusalem Post. 


last night that he expected a majori- 
ty of 80 to 100 out of the 120-member 
house. is 
A quick survey of the party line-up 
Indicates that the Likud will produce 
four definite noes — two from Herut 
and two from Le’am — one dissenter 
from the National Religious Party 
and two from the Labour Party, plus 
the five noes of the Communists. 
The Likud Executive last night 
decided to back the government's 
position for combining the Knesset 
vote on the Camp David proposals 
and the Stnai settlement evacuation. 


Premier Menahem Begin found 
support in his top party forum — he 
did not take part — from four 
Liberals — Executive chairman 
Avraham Sharir, Pessah Grupper, 
Sarah Doron and Moshe Meron — as 
well as Ahdut's Hillel Seidel. They 
threw out the demand of Herut's 
Moshe Arens and [μη ΙΩΒ Yigael 
Cohen to have a separate vote. 
Sharir could not explain why no 
more Herut members had turned up 
tor the vote. The rest of the Likud 
was amenable to Arens’ insistence 
on paving the way for a special 
Herut central committee vote before 
the Knesset votes cn Wednesday. 
However, other Likud sources 
doubted whether Herut would con- 
vene that forum. They said that 
Begin lacked the time for such a 
meeting. Sharir told The Post that he 
will insist on {mposing the party 
whip for this crucial vote and not 
leave it to members’ conscience, He 
also doubted that La'am would opt 
but of the Likud united front.

When they 
reached the woods, the police left 
thelr cars and attempted to surround 
the terrorists.

Troops morale ‘devastated’ 
by Gush Emunim clashes

Senior military circles have ex- 
pressed concern over the Israel 
Defence Forces’ recent clashes with 
Gush Emunim, both because of 
soldiers' morale and because of the 
dent the incidents are causing in the 
IDF's training programme and 
budget. 

A source noted yesterday that 
many hundreds of troops have been 
diverted from training programmes 
and educational courses to man the 
dozens of roadblocks to prevent the 
illegal Gush Emunim settlement 
bids, and to remove the settlers from 
illegal sites. 

According to the source, the effect’ 
on the soldiers’ morale has been 


“devastating” for two basic reasons — 


— the traumatic experience of Jew 
fighting Jew, and the cancellation of 


' all leaves because of the distur- 


bances. 
“Military sources also pointed out 
yesterday that the Gush actions have 


cost hundreds of thousands of 
pounds. They referred to the high 
cost of helicopter flying time 
(the mechines were used 
to take the settlers off an illegal 
site on Thursday). They also men- 
tioned the cost of buses brought in to 
transport the settlers and the hun- 
dreds of man hours invested in the 
operation to date. 

Of particular worry to the military 
is the harm being caused to training 
programmes, Most of the recruits 
being used to deal with the settle- 
ment bids were hauled out of ongoing 
training programmes.. They have 
lost time which will be difficult to 
make up due to the rigidity of pre- 
planned schedules. 

Ag ἃ result of the overall negative 
effects on the IDF, consideration had 
been given to using other branches of 
the security services — such as the 
Border Police; but the idea was re- 
jected, The Border Police deal with 
internal security in the administered 
territories.

Frozen meat said in short 
supply, fresh beef 1L124 kilo 


TEL AVIV. — Despite what the 
Ministries of Agriculture and In- 
dustry, Trade and Tourism have 
promised, a shortage of meat in the 
me«rkets and climbing prices are 
reported. 

According to a survey by the 
Histadrut’s Central Consumer 
Authority, the shortage of meat is es- 
pecially noticeable in frozen poultry 
and frozen beef, including South 
American imports. 

The survey found that the price of 
live chicken is now IL85 a kilo, in- 
stead of 11,28. A kilo of frozen beef is 
selling for IL60, instead of IL45 to 
IL59. Fresh beef is selling for about 
IL124 a kilo, up from IL209. 

Following the survey, the con- 
sumer body has sent telegrams to 
the two ministers to keep their 


promises that there would be enough 
meat available and thereby keep the 
prices down. The authority is 
Gemanding that the ministers super- 
vise the selling of meat and produce 
so that the public will not he over- 
priced for the upcoming Holydays. 

The Histadrut body also fears that 
the shortage of meat will continue 
after the bolyday period, and wants 
the Ministry of Finance to hold an 
urgent meeting to guarantee that 
there will be no shortages. 

The spokesman of the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Naftali Yaniv, told The 
Jerusalem Post that, according to 
the ministry's calculations and the 
quantities of poultry being released 
to the public, there should be more 
than enough poultry in the markets 
for the Holydays. He said he could 
not understand why there was a 
shortage in frozen poultry.

WASHINGTON (AP). — The 
Organization of American States, 
heavily influenced by a potent block 
of military regimes, adopted a 
resolution on Saturday night which 
rules out any OAS involvement in 
settling Nicaragua's political crisis. 

A blandly worded resolution, ap- 
proved by consensus on the third day 
of a special OAS foreign ministers 
meeting, was a victory for 
Nicaraguan President Anastasio 
Somoza and for the forces ad- 
vocating strict adherence to the 
organization's non-interventionist 
principles. 

A Mexican proposal to ‘deplore 
and censure the excesses com- 
mitted" in recent armed clashes in 
Nicaragua fell one vote short of a 
two-thirds majority.

“THE Camp David agreement is an 
historic event not only for the Middle 
East but for the entire world," On- 
tario Premier Witliam Grenville 
Davis told The Post on Friday. He 
was here and was scheduled to leave 
for Teheran last night. 

He admitted to some surprise at 
the positive outcome of the meeting. 
But he quickly added that as a politi- 
cian, he knew that there are oc- 
castons when it helps that the public. 
— represented by the preas — is not 
looking over the shoulders of its 
leaders. ‘We have this at home at 
some federal-provincial con- 
ferences. We sometimes get more 
work done at a private luncheon than 
at the official meetings.” he said 
with a knowing smile. 

Premier Davia was here on an of- 
ficial visit in January 1977. “Part of 
that earlier and my present visit is to 
encourage an ever stronger 
relationship between the people of 
the Province of Ontario and Israel,” 
he said. . 

Mr. Davis can point to deeds that 


, bolster his claim to friendship for 


Israel. He is the of the anti- 
(Arab) boycott law which is ex- 
pected to pass the Ontario provincial 
legislature later this year. The law is 
patterned after the U.S. model, and 
Ontario wil) be the second Canadian 
province, after Manitoba, to have 
one on its books. 

On Thursday night premier Davis 
received an honorary degree from 
Te! Aviv University in recognition of 
his work in education and his con- 
cern for human rights and his 
friendship for Israel and the Jewish 
people. 

The Canadian Friends of Tel Aviv 
University have also decided to 
name the university's Canadian 
Studies Programme after him. The 
programme will foster the study of 
Canadian history and culture and 
will include exchanges of students 
and professors. 

Davis, 49, is a lawyer by profes- 
sion. In 1959 he was elected to the 
provincial parliament as a member

FROM 1962 to 1971 Mr. Davia served 

as Ontario's Minister of Education.

Ontario Premier in March of that 
year. 

With a jand area bigger than Spain 
and France together, Ontario with 
8.4m. inhabitants is the most pop- 
ulous of Canada’s 10 provinces.

TEL AVIV. — The export season for 
fresh agricultural produce is star- 
ting these days and is expected to 
come Into full stride towards the end 
of November. From then on till the 
end of April farmers will be sending 
record-breaking quantities of fresh 

preduce, most of it to Europe. 

Tt will be during these months that 
Agrexco, the central export agency 
for agricultural produce, will really 
‘be put to the test. Agrexco handles 
all produce, except for citrus, which 
is handled by the Citrus Marketing 
Board and some small quantities of 
avocados and melons channelled 
through small exporters. 

Here are some of the problems tac- 
Ing Agrexco this year, Just three or 
four years ago farmers were sending 
out one plane a day with agricultura} 
produce. If there was a blizzard in 
Europe or train workers were on 
strike there. if El Al or airport 
workers engaged in sanctions here, 
at most one transport was lost. 


This year, however, according to 
Agrexco's ambitious plans, six 
flights a day, or more, will be flying 
out of Ben-Gurion Airport. Of these 
planes three will be Jumbos with a 
Capacity of 100 tons each. What will 
happen to these huge quantities of 
produce if the planes will not take off 
and land according to the time-table 
set by Agrexco?

ports on an average of 25 per cent 
every year, 

And every year it has been the 
same story. Unlike many 
businessmen or politicians, Shavit 
bravely faces the journalists and 
states what quantities of praduce he 
plans to export. The journalists, a3 
usual, are sceptical. At the end of 
each export season, however, come 
war, blizzards, strikes or sanctions, 
Shavit confirms his export figures. 
They never fall short of his projec- 
tion, and many times they are even 
higher. What is his secret? 

“It's simple. I plan everything to 
the last detall,"* he said. “The only 
thing I do not take into consideration 
is war or some other major 
catastrophe. But even then, if we 
consider our past wars, we simply 
take a deep breath, improvise and 
continue exporting. Our customers 
know that our word ia good and that 
they can rely on us.” 


To provide ever better service, 
Agrexco has been investing heavily 
in new Installations and equipment. 
This includes new cold storage 
facilities at the Ben-Gurion Airport 
and Ashdod Port terminalis. In 
Ashdod the firm has installed two 
new vacuum coolers. 

The Ben-Gurion Airport terminal 
is being expanded and will be able to 
handle up to 400 tons of produce a 
day, enough to fill four Jumbos.

Tenne is currently expanding its 
vegetable branch by building a 
storehouse and cold storage room for 
vegetables at the Tel Aviv wholesale 
market. 


Agrexco also plans ta have ἃ second 
refrigerated ship leave Ashdod with 
fresh produce every week. 

The biggest increase this year will 
be in the export of flowers — from 
450 million flowers last year to 750 
million this year. » 

Agrexco will try to sell 30 million 
flowers in the U.S. this year, instead 
of the 10 million it sold last year. To 
achieve this two Jumbos a week will 
fly to the U.S. 

If the government allows private 
investors to open export companies, 
Israelis will start competing against 
each other. and the ones to suffer 
‘will be the farmers, Shavit said. For 
Agrexca's competitors to succeed, 
they will have to undercut and offer 
produce at lower prices, meaning 
that the farmer will receive less 
money. 

He explained that Agrexco is a 
non-profit organization, owned by 
the farming community. Agrexco 
charges a five per cent commission 
for its expenses and al! profits go to 
the farmers. This means that at the 
end of nearly every year the farmers 
generally receive more than the 
prices they were originally promis- 
ed, 


Shavit also explained that because ' : 


his organization supplies goods near- 
ly the vear round, many customers 
abroad prefer to do business with it. 
Small new export companies will not 
be able to do that, he added. 

The projected sales of Agrexco 


this vear will be $185m. comparedto - 


$135m. last year.

Begin stands firm 

MR. BHGIN'S decision yesterday, confirmed in the Cabinet, to 
submit the Camp David peace proposals to the Knesset as a 
single package has cleared the way for swift approval by the 
House. The Prime Minister adopted this course despite his own 
earlier statements that he would separate the peace framework 
agreements from the Sinai settlements question for the purpose 
of Knesset debate and decision, and despite the opposition, 
vocal and vehement of many of his erstwhile supporters. 

Plainly Mr. Begin is intent on seeing through to completion 
the peace process he launched by his decisions at Camp David 
and is not willing to be deterred by secondary issues. 

It is this very determination which will have an impact on the 
decisions that will be made by other parties and individual 
Knesset members. For the choice before the MK's will now be to 
approve or reject a genuine breakthrough for a peace agree- 


ment with Egypt. 


There was the danger that upon returning home, Mr. Begin, 
under severe attack from Gush Emunim and those in his own 
party and in the settlement movements, would seek ways of 
mollifying the critics by somehow altering his course. 
Something of that nature occurred after his visits to Washington 
and Ismailiya last December when he unveiled his original 
peace proposals for Sinai and the West Bank and Gaza. 

But now despite the demonstrations and despite the dis- 
sonance, Mr. Begin appears ready to stand firm. Since the most 
vehement criticism comes from those who were in or near his 
camp in the past, it is clear that the Prime Minister's 
resolutions must involve a large measure of personal pain. 

But he haa fixed his gaze on the larger goal, with — as the 
Knesset vote will no doubt show — the nation firmly behind him. 


Rejectionist trap 
THE ARAB rejectionist front and its denunciations of President 
Sadat and the Camp David agreements have commanded ἡ 
world attention. There has been a tendency, as well, to fasten on 
the critical statements made by King Hussein and the apparent 
ccolnesa of Saudi Arabia to the Camp David formulas. ; 

However, it would be foolhardy to conclude that these early 
reactions to Camp David are accurate and conclusive in- - 
dications of attitudes in Damascus, Amman or Riyadh. 

Too much is at stake for Jordan, Saudi Arabia and even Syria 
to assume that their ultimate positions will reflect the frenzies 
of Libya's Gaddafi or the desperation of the PLO. 

The real danger, therefore, ig not that Jordan and Syria as 
well will resolve to stay out of the process launched at Camp 
David, but that they will seek to enter in at a later stage, but on 
their own terms — that they are projecting a hard line now, con- 
fident that this will devolve later into an effort to exact extreme 
concessions from Israe] — with U.S. and Egyptian support. 

Consequently, much will depend on the nature of the Carter 
Administration's efforts at persuasion. These will no doubt con- 
tinue after Mr. Vance's current tour in the area. : 

In order to prevent misunderstandings at a later stage, the 
Government should seek to fully assure itself that the U.S. in 
courting Hussein and Assad will not go beyond the bounds of 
what Israel will be willing to entertain.

Announcing this recently in his an- 
nual report, Rafae) Salas, executive 
director of the UN Fund for Popula- 
tion Activities says: ‘There are 
clear signs of a decline in fertility. 
Since the 1960s birthrates have falien 
by approximately 15 per cent in 
some three to four dozen countries, 
representing from at least 40 per 
cent to possibly two thirds of the 
developing world." 

Although this represents ‘an im- 
pressive alteration of pace,” the 
Fund is cautious about the future. 
Demographic experts forecast 
‘another big world population rise. At 
least 40 per cent of the people of the 
Third World are under the age of 16 
and about to enter the child-bearing 
age. The lowest estimate for world 
‘population in AD 2,000 is 5.8 billion 


gompared with today's total of about 


4 billion, 
. The fertility fall during the past 
decade is given as 20 per cent in 
‘China, 40 per cent in India, and 10-15 
Poy, cent in Indonesia. There are also 
dications that a sharp down-trend 
has begun in Latin America. In 
Africa, fertility is still rising, mainly 
because of better heaith 
care. (GEMINI) 


NORWAY'S Minister for Religion 
and Education said recently that he 
expects charges will soon be brought 
against Olaf Hoass, the man who 
probably rates the dubious distinc- 
tion as Norway's most controversial 
high schodl teacher. : 

Two years ago Hoass was given a 
120-day suspended jail sentence for 


Ministry of Education and Culture 


teaching in his asia history 
classes that ‘‘reports of the 
Holocaust are highly exaggerated 
and largely Jewish propaganda." 
Hoass was subsequently given only 
Bngllsh classes to teach, and the 
suspension of his jail sentence was 
conditional on his not repeating his 
distorted historical views. 

In April of this year, however, 
Hoass did repeat hia views in a letter 
to a Norwegian newspaper. At the 
same time he announced that he was 
retusing induction inte the army 
because he could not commit himself 
to bearing arms for his country while 
Norway permitted “80 many foreign 
elements” to reside there. This, ac- 
cording to Hoass, includes foreign 
workers and adopted children. 

Hoass is a member of Norway's 
tiny but vocal neo-Nazi party “Norsk 
Front" which has yet to gather 3,000 
supporters so it can present a list for 
parliamentary elections. LB.

WHEN PRESIDENT CARTER met 
at Camp David with Prime Minister 
‘Begin late on Saturday evening, 
September 16, the president propos- 
ed the following language regarding

According te U.S. officials, Begin 
accepted that language, and agreed

But by Thursday, September 21, 
Begin was denying that he had 
accepted Carter's proposed 
language. And as a result, @ letter on 
future West Bank and Gaza 
settlements, originally supposed to 
be released “one or two" days after 
the signing ceremony, has been 
delayed for more than a week now az 
the U.S. and Israel seek to resolve 
what has developed into an unplea- 
sant dispute. 

Israeli and American officials are 
insisting that the matter will be 
regolved once Begin confers with 
members of his Camp David delega- 
tion, specifically Foreign Minister 
Dayan, Defence Minister Weizman 
and former Attorney General 
Aharon Barak. They are trying to 
play down its importance. 

But the issue has refused to go 
away. It has dampened much of the 
euphoria that surrounded the Camp 
David accords, and, because of the 
sensitivity of the subject, it will not 
be resolved easily. It is not the first 
time that Israeli settlements have 
upset U.S.-Israeli relations.

DANGEROUS TRAP

Sir, — Your leader of September 21 
is refréshing. It is indeed an 
“unseemly manoeuvre’' to separate 
the vote on the Camp David accord 
from the vote on removal of the Sina! 
settlements, which is an important 
part of the whole agreement. You 
are certainly right that. by this 
device, Mr, Begin wishes to place

ISRAELI ARABS’ BIRTH-RATE 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, --- In your issue of September 
15, Dr. Moshe Sharon is credited 
with the claim that, at 40 per thou- 
sand, the birth-rate of Israeli Arabs 
is the highest in the world, and that 
this disproves the theory that births 
deeline with increased education and 
improved standards of living. 

It is distressing that a person in the 
position of adviser to the Prime 
Minister on Arab effaira should draw 


false conclusions from inaccurate ᾿ 


facts. At 40 per thousand, the Israeli 
Arab hirth-rate is now some 20 per 
cent lower than it was 15 years ago, 
and 16 nowhere near the highest in 
the world. That distinction is shared 
between Saudi Arabia and some 
equally primitive areas of Central 
Africa with rates in the region of 55 
per thousand. 

What is extreme about the vital. 
rates of Israeli Arabs is the rate of 
natural increase — the difference 
between birth-rate and crude death 
rate. The latter Is very low because 
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οἵ the unusual combination of ex- 


cellent medical and social services’ 
with a very young population. There 
is every reason to believe that the 
decline in the birth-rate will continue - 
while standards of education and 
material welfare improve, and for 
some time thereafter. . 

I would not presume, uninvited, ἐσ 
offer suggestions on 80 complex and 
delicate a subject as policy towards 
Israeli Arabs, but surely no policy 
can be sound whick is based on the 
misinterpretation of perverted fact.
